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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicants assertion that Hayes does not teach that the transducers are positioned other than over 
the display. The arrangement of the transducers so that the field of view is not obscured comprises positioning said transducers in a 
plurality of locations such as the outer fringes of the loudspeaker panel, which is not over the display, enabling said transducers to be 
positioned other than over the display. 

Regarding Claim 15, Hayes teaches a connection between the transducer and a section of the acoustic panel (See Column 2 lines 35 - 
36, Column 3 line 1). Azima teaches a colored section adjacent the transparent central section and positioned other than overlying the 
display (Figure 1 , Column 23 lines 28 - 33, the outer frame (1 ) of the loudspeaker panel will have color) and a driving unit for vibrating 
the plate member in response to an audio signal (Figure 1 , Figure 9, Column 23 lines 33 - 36, Column 23 lines 46 - 50). It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the outer frame and transducer taught by Azima 
in the loudspeaker panel of Hayes for the purposes of providing resilient suspension to the loudspeaker panel and creating an effective 
and compact loudspeaker panel with the capability for wide-band performance of great clarity or intelligibility as taught by Azima. The 
combination of Hayes and Azima thus teaches the limitations of Claim 15. 
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
